“Talk about nutomoblles and horse-
less earlages, did you ever hear of
the engineless train that came in over
the Santa Fe one night?

The speaker, «anys the Kansas City
Star, was one of n group of raflroad
men exchanging reminiscences in a
lttle circulur flag shanty out near the
subtrban yard Hmits of a big Kansas
City railroad.
